It had been plauncd to make 
liat the biggest job ever undertaken 
by tite local shops, the greater part of 
her machinery having'been removed 
aud placed ou the dock under ffie big 
shears. 
A lar.ee force of mechanics 


was ou duty In 'preparation for the 
large task aud the chops were running 
to their fullest extent. 
On board tbe 


steamer was only the small crew that 
is customary while a ressel is under re- 
pair, consisting of engineers, firemen, 
watchmen, etc. 


It was shortly after one o'clock Tues- 


day morning when one of the watch- 
men of the steamer while going his 
rounds discovered a fire in the lower 
part of tbe boat. Hastily giving the 
alarm on the bell ou the wharf he 
devoted himself to arousing the men 
who 
were sleeping on board. 
Sev- 


eral of them made their way to the 
shore lu safety. Two of the firemen 
were not quick enough and 
were 


obliged to break a window and plunge 


flammable material. The flames rushed 
through the building in waves, now a 
solid bank of black smoke, now a sheet 
of clear flame that filled the entire 
rambling structure. The firemen fought 
It from the east end, working their 
way lu as they drove the flu'mes back. 


The big shears which bad stood ou 


tbe dock since 1875 early caught fire, 
being 'uirectly in the path of the 
flames. They.' burned slowly for a 
time, and then tbe long arm fell, caus- 
ing the firemen to drop their hose aud 
run for safety, as it was believed that 
the two legs would follow. It was sev- 
eral hours before the" rest of the sheara 
came down and then it was because 
they were worked down in order to 
protect rtie firemen who were, working 
beneath them. 


No attempt could be made to save the 


west end of the depot building and the 
flames had full play through there. 
They rushed through 
rapidly 
aud 


quickly enveloped a freight car that 
stood on tbe track at the north side. 
Here, however, there waa nothing but 
the water of the slip, as the steamers 
had been removed, so tbe tire here 
burned Itself out while the firemen 
fought it persistently at the east side. 
The palm shop was but a few feet away 


•Wedueiday, however, one of the lire 
engines were cent down to pump water 
luto the water-tight compartments. 


There was a large crowd of specta- 


tor! ou the wharf during the lire, the 
north side of tbe south kdock being 
lined with people. There were many 
who did nor hear tbe alarm and others 
who counted it M box 51, aud so did 
not bother to get up, but there was 
enough of a crowd to see tbe spectacle. 
It was uearly five o'clock when the 
•bean came down and after that most 
of the crowd went borne, many having 
left earlier. There* wai also quite 
crowd around tbe docks Tuesday fore- 
uoou to look at Ibe ruins aud watch 
the firemen still at work 
It was pro- 


posed at first to pull tbe bull of tbe 
steamer away^rom tbe dock but after 
it bad been cleared It was decided to 
leave U there for a time. 


The entire west end of the north 


wharf wan badly burned and will have 
to be largely re-built. 
The old depot 


building waa practically entirely de- 
stroyed, although the firemen saved a 
small portion of the east end. 
The 


contents of this building were of con- 
siderable value, including a large quan- 
tity of life preservers, which had been 
accumulated there. There was also a 
quantity of lumber in one end of tbe 
shed. 


S'.eaaier Plymouth was built by the 


John Koach Company at Chester, Pa., 
Iu^l890, and was designed by the late 
Supervisor George Pelrce. 
She had 


heeu known as the-uulucky boat of 
the Hue, having been in many acci- 
dents, aud several, fatalities having oc- 
curred ou board of her. 


The steamer Bristol of the same line 


was burned at her dock In this city ou 
the morning of December 30, 1888.

that time none of the wharf property 
was threatened as the'wind blew the 
flames away from the shore. There is 
a difference Between the two fires, as 
the Bristol was running on, the Hue 
and had passengers ou board, while the 
Plymouth lay at the dock here for re- 
pairs with only a portiou of her crew 
ou board.

The Plymouth lay directly under the 


big shears at tbe north dock.

A large 
number of men who were on baud for 
the overhauling of the Plymouth are 
of course tbrowu out of work, and many 
of tbe men who were sleeping ou the 
burned steamer lost everything but 
what they had on. 


While the fire was at its height the 


horses of No. 6 reel ran away and In 
trying to stop them DriverStepheu H. 
Sullivan wan run over and his leg 
broken. He was removed lo the hos- 
pital. There were no serious casualties 
among the firemen, but many of them 
suffered severely from getting cinders 
hi the eyes, and inany of the spectators 
suffered from the same cause.

This kindness was mis- 
taken, as about six o'clock last Monday 
morning" Yick awoke to Uud Houg 
seeking his life with one of the terrible 
Chinese cleavers. A stiuggle followed 
aud although blow after blow was 
rained upon the defenceless Chinaman 
he was able to make bib way lo tbe 
street aud then fled to a laundry ruu 
by a friend of bis. Tbe police were uo- 
ifled of the affair and the injured man 
was conveyed to the hospital where 
more than 40 stitches were required to 
close bis wouuds. He was very weak 
from loss of blood aud was suffering 
intensely but unless there are unex- 
pected complications be will recover. 


The .police Immediately began an in- 


vestigation. Oilicer Tobiu was detailed 
to bring in the assailant, and be fouud 
him iu the restaurant where the as- 
sault took place. Houg made uo at- 
tempt to deny his guilt aud expressed 
the hope that his victim would die. 
He was taken before Houg for ludeuti- 
fication aud then was lodged in tbe po- 
lice station. He soon became uncon- 
scious aud gave every indication of 
suffering from poison. 
Or. Saiibnrn 


was called to attend him and found 
him perfectly rigid, a condition from 
which uothmg could arouse him. After 
being kept at the police station for sev- 
eral hours his condition was regarded 
as dangerous and be was taken to the 
Newport hospital where be died short- 
ly after 5 o'clock iu the afternoon. 
Death was due to a poison, consisting 
of opium and strychuiue, probably 
taken after the attack on his relative. 


Miss Croetbwaite, the former Chinese 


missionary, who now couducts a class 
for Chinamen iu this city, was of 
much assistance to the police iu pick- 
lug up the ends of the aflalr. She 
stated to tbe police her belief that 
Houg had taken the poison described 
and said that his death would probably 
occur about the time that it did. 


Tbe suicide of Houg was undoubtedly 


due to fear uot only of punishment by 
lawbutaleo of revenge upon him by 
Ibe friends of his victim. He was bur- 
led on tbe day following hla death and 
none of his fellow countrymen paid 
any tribute to his memory.

CLIMBING ELEPHANTS. 


••w Ther Make Tkelr War C> •»« 


D*WB f tee* CIlsT*. 


Elephants are able to make their 


way up and down mountains aud 
through a country of steep cliffs, where 
mule* would not dare to venture and 
even where men find passage difficult. 
Their tracks have been found upon the 
very summit of mountains over 7,000 
feet bigf!. Iu these journeys ail ele- 
phant Is often compelled to descend 
bills and mountain aides which are al- 
most precipitous. This U the way In 
which it Is done: The elephant's first 
maneuver is to kneel down close to the 
declivity. One fore leg Is then cau- 
tiously passed over the edge and a 
short way down the slope, aud If he 
finds tbere Is no good spot for a firm 
foothold he speedily forms one by 
stamping Into the soil U It Is moist or 
kicking out a footing If it la dry. 
When he Is sure of a good foothold, the 
other fore leg Is brought down In the 
same way. Then he performs the same 
work over again with his feet, bring- 
ing both fore legs a little In advance 
of the first foothold. This leaves good 
places all ready made for the hind feet 


Now, 
bracing himself gp by his huge, 


strong fore legs, he draws hi* hind legs, 
first one and then the other, carefully 
over the edge, where they occupy the 
first places made by the fore feet This 
Is the way the huge animal proceeds 
all the way down, zigzag, kneeling ev- 
ery time with the two hind legs while 
he makes footholds with his fore feet. 
Thus the center of gravity Is preserved 
and the huge beast prevented from top- 
pling over on his nose.

The practice of insurance was known 


to the ancients, being In vogue at the 
beginning of the Christian era. 


The Insurance of ships was undoubt- 


edly part of the business of the Hause- 
atlc league, which was formed about 
1140 by the port towns of Germany to 
protect themselves against th« pirates 
of Sweden and Denmark. 


The custom of drawing out insurance 


policies originated in Florence In 1523. 
although a regular chamber- of Insur- 
ance was formed at Bruges early In the 
fourteenth century, nnd the practice 
was In general use in Italy In 1194 and 
In England in 1500. 


Fire and life Insurance is of much 


more recent origin. Some of the an- 
cient guilds provided compensation for 
any of their members who suffered loss 
from fire, but the*insurance of. goods 
and houses as a distinct branch of busi- 
ness cannot be traced farther back 
than 1007. tlie year after the great fire 
of London. 


The first regular company, the Fland- 


In-Hand, was founded In 1U90, and five 
other^ companies still existing were 
started In the quarter of a century 
which followed. 
Life insurance was 


first undertaken by the Amicable in 
1706.—London Standard.

One-half of the warriors at Pine 


Ridge were seized with the Messiah 
craze. They danced the ghost dance 
and put on the ghost shirts. The one- 
half stampeded from the agency, and 
with It went Crazy Wolf, as savage In 
heart as he was when be fought the 
Pawnees on the frontier of Nebraska. 
Little Scar stayed at the agency. 


One day after the battle of Wounded 


Knee had been fought a band of twen- 
ty Sioux braves broke away from the 
main body for the solo purpose of raid- 
ing Pine Ridge agency and killing the 
children who were gathered in the 
schoolhouse—the children of their broth- 
ers wiio had succumbed to the white 
man's ways.

On the Oth of June, 1587, Drake, com- 


ing back from "singeing the king of 
Spain's beard In Cadiz," fell In with a 
huge vessel, which lie captured. She 
proved to be the San Philipe. an East 
Indlaman owned by the king of Spain 
himself and then the largest merchant 
man afloat. 
• 


Her cargo, valued at more than a mil 


lion sterling of modern money, wae In 
itself the most valuable ever captured 
but there was something else even 
more valuable than the cargo. This 
consisted of the ship's papers and ac 
counts, which disclosed to the mer 
chant adventurers of England all thi 
methods aud mysteries and the hound 
less possibilities of the East India 
tradfe. 


Indeed. It would hardly be stretching 


the facts to say that the morning which 
saw the capture of the San Philipe saw 
also the dawn of our Indian empire 
The Immediate result was the forma- 
tion of the East India' company, which 
was not only the greatest commercial 
corporation the world bad ever seen, 
but also the only one that ever com- 
manded Its' own armies and fleets and 
wielded powers little less than Impe- 
rial.—London Spectator.

Try to 
refrain from discussing every trivial 
happening at school with your children; 
the habit grows. If dissension has been 
aroused over some Incident investigate 
before you wholly condemn. 
Admit 


that your children have disagreeable 
habits as well as good qualities. Take 
an Interest In the schoolhouse and 
grounds. See thnt repairs are kept up 
and the needed supplies furnished. In 
fact, much of the success of your 
school depends upon you, fathers and 
mothers, and you should not let pride, 
Jealousy or Indifference in any way In- 
terfere with the performance of your 
duty.

Jackson and Roosevelt. 


President Roosevelt has been often 


compared by his admirers with Wash- 
ington aud Lincoln, while some of bis 
critics have not hesitated to compare 
him even with Tyler aud Johnson who 
broke with the parties which elected 
them aud made failures of their ad- 
ministrations. 'But no one has aeemed 
to have thought of comparing Roose- 
velt with Jackson. Nevertheless, says 
th« Wall Street Journal, there are some 
points uf resemblance between tbe 
right which Roosevelt is making for 
the government regulation of railroads 
aud other corporations, and the fight 
which Jacksou made against the big- 
Rest corporation Iu his time, tbe second 
Uuited States Bank. 


Some of the very arguments which 


mre uow made in favor of government 
control of the railroads were made tbeu 
In favor of the extermination, of the 
Uuited States Bank. It was charged 
that this great bank bad become to 
powerful that it threatened to control 
tbe governmeut Instead of the govern- 
ment controlling It. It was charged 
tbat it exercised a powerful influence 
'in politics and was even a corrupting 
force. Jacksou made tbe overthrow of 
the United States Bank tbe great policy 
of his administration, aud it is a notable 
f»ct that while he had tbe support of 
the people and of tbe House bf Repre- 
sentatives iu this tight, he met with 
the determined opposition of the United 
States Senate, just as Roosevelt has iu 
his light for government regulation. 


It was charged by Jackson's admin- 


istration that the bank had its Repre- 
sentatives In the Senate just as It is 
Charged now tbat the railroads control 
many of the United States Senators. 
Webster, Clay and Ualhoun for years 
kept up au unrelenting opposition to

Bui it 
cau be said tbat if tbe bill goes to the 
Wbite House iu such shape as to uot 
meet with the President's approval, he 
will v«,tu It as surely as be can sign his 
owu name and will call au extra ses- 
sion to thresh out ibe whole matteV 
again. But It Is hardly to be supposed 
that the enemies of fiiir legislation will 
go 10 such lengths aad there is always 
in Ihe background the fear HH Senator 
Tilluiau bluntly put it when he said 
that if the p'reeeut Cvjcrew could uot 
turn out u fair ratu regulation bill, the 
people »ould tee to H that the next 
Congress wus composed of meu who 
were differently minded. 


The Statehood bill has gone to. con- 


ference. There was a strong show of 
resistance to subuiiitiui{ it to couferen.ee 
at all, but now it is out. ot ibe way for 
tbe time being and it' remains to tie 
seen whether the House in the end 
will have the temerity to defy the Sen- 
ate aud Ihe obvious wishes of Ihe peo- 
ple of Arizona aud probably the ma- 
j'»rliy iu New Mexico.

ranged for ftcrelary Root's trip to Ri( 
Jaiierio iu July. 
Nominally be is to 


be present at the Pan American confer- 
ence. But iu reality it Is understood 
lhat he" will be charged with a mission 
to the Brazilian governmeut for the cs 
tablishlng of what amount-* to an Inter- 
national alliance with respect to the 
Monroe Ooctriue. This way tbe matter 
ou which Judge Penu'eld was sent to 
Bpizil last summer. He looked over 
the ground~aud declared that condi- 
tions were ripe for such a move. 
He 


was au official in whose judgment the 
President reposed groat confidence, und 
his report was that not only would 
Brazil welcome such au agreement but 
that Europeau politics were 50 moving 
as to make it moi-t desirable. It bus 
been kuowu thul ever since the over- 
throw of the Biupire iu Hrazil that 
(jiertxiany lias been colonizing tbe coun- 
try as well as she could and uot only iu 
lirazil but in most of the other South 
American countries she has been es- 
tablishing u commercial foothold tbat 
is uluiost as important us a political 
foothold would be. 


She has tried systematically to dis- 


credit the Monroe Doctrine in the eyes 
of Ibe world both iu Europe aud iii 
South America. She has hinted to all 
of the smaller South -American States 
that Ihe United Stales wis ouly wait- 
ing au opportunity to gobble them po- 
litically und that Brazil was ull ready 
for u revolt against the Monroe doc- 
trine aud'was only kept in line by 
force.* Naturally all of tins was uutrue 
and it is thought tbat If. Brazil can be 
iuduced to quietly arrange au Interne 
with Ibis country that has for its basis 
Ibe formal recognition of tbe Monroe 
Doctrine, it will be a great moral sup- 
port to tbe weaker nit-tern among the 
Southern States. One thing is certaiu, 
tbat if such an arrangement is to be 
made, the Secretary of State Is tbe 
man to do It aud auotber thing is 
equally certaiu, tbat while there were 
su many things requiring his attention 
at home, he would uot be going to 
South America aud making a trip pos- 
sibly around to the west coast merely 
for the purpose of extending the cour- 
tesy of his presence to tue Pan Ameri- 
can Conference.

All the talk that has been made about 


the imminence of an outbreak iu China 
aud tbe necessity of immediately send- 
ing warships and emergency troops to 
tbe far east, sdema to be dying dowu. 
Reports have reached tbe Slate Depart- 
ment that tbe anti-foreign feeling Is 
dying dowu and that tbe boycott is 
apt to fall by its own weight. The Navy 
Department has withdrawn tbe battle- 
ships that it bad sent to North China 
waters aud the bulk of the- American 
fleet is uow at Shanghai and south- 
ward. The ageuts of the State Depart- 
ment are alert aud not apt to be caught 
napping, for though tbe outlook 
at 


present H promising, a calm in China 
frequently preludes tbe bursting of Ihe 
real storm. 


Tbe government is making more 


effort than ever to push American trade 
abroad aud the latest move has been a 
bill Introduced by Senator Overmau to 
create a Presidential Commission to 
study the needs of the cotton trade In 
the Far East. This plan has been pre- 
sented to the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor who approved It iu Its In- 
tent but suggested that as tbe Depart- 
ment already had the organization 
completed for BUch work it was useless 
'to go to tbe expense of equipping a

MEANS A GREAT STRIKE

Indianapolis, March 
30.—Without 


agreement ou a wage scale, the Joint 
conference of bituminous coal opera- 
tors and miners of the central competl- 
live district adjourned slue die, leav- 
iu" affairs In such a condition that a 
sirike of from 178,000 to 384,500 soft 
coal miners, besides 150,000 anthracite 
miners ordered out, seems inevitable ou 
.April 1, the present wage scale expir- 
ing ou March 31. ThVmlnes directly 
affected are iu Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and western Pennsylvania. 


Miners and operators of tbe loath- 


western district, comprising Missouri, 
Kansas, Texas, Arkantu, Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, bare decided to 
report a disagreement today. 


Iowa miners bare agreed with tbe 


operators to suspend work for O days. 
Michigan, West Virginia and Kentucky 
miners, it is said, will follow tbe lead 
of the central district. 


Tbe anthracite miners' scale commit- 


tee last night Issued orders for a total 
suspension of mining in the three an- 
thracite districts beginning April 2. 
The committee 
informed President 


Baer that the miners' scale committee 
will meet the operators' scale commit- 
tee In New York city on April 3. 


The disagreement came after a 


struggle lasting 10 days and disrupts 
the interstate agreement which has ex- 
isted since 1898 between operators and 
miners, through which wage scales and 
other differences have been adjusted. 


The final vote in the.conference of 


the central competitive field, on which 
the other districts base their 
settle- 


ments, was on a motion offered by 
President Mitchell of the mine w.ork- 
ers to restore for two years the watfe- 
scale of 1903, which would uavs been 
an Increase In wages of 5.55 percent. 
The operators of Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio voted against the proposal and de- 
feated it. The disruption of the confer- 
ence followed. ' Operators of western 
Tennsylvania and the miners of 
the 


four states voted for the proposal. 


F. L. Kobblns and other operators, 


representing about one-third of the coal 
production of western 
Pennsylvania, 


Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, offered to 
pay tbe advance and urged the miners 
to accept this advance and 
continue 


work iu their mines, even though the 
other mines in the four states should be 
idle. The convention of miners today 
will decide -whether to permit this or 
to demand that all miners suspend 
work until all Uave been paid the ad- 
vance. 


The coal operators of 
Illinois, In- 


diana and Ohio, and those of western 
Pennsylvania, who have opposed tile 
payment of any increase in wages to 
tlie bituminous coal miners, adopted 
resolutions declaring that, as they have 
felt and still feel unable to pay any 
advance in wages at this time, 
"do 


hereby propose that tlie 1'resident of 
the United States appoint a 
commis- 


sion to investigate all matters which 
in tlie judgment of such commission 
have an important bearing upon or re- 
lation to the scale of wages, which 
sliould be paid all classes of labor in 
and about tbe coal mines of the terri- 
tory herein involved and other condi- 
tions now imposed and insisted upon 
by the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, such commission to report to the 
President of the United States Its find- 
ings of facts', together with its recom- 
mendations, and that such 
commis- 


sion have power to administer oaths 
and compel attendance of witnesses." 


S»ys Operators Have Not Profited 


New York, March 30.—David Will- 


cox, president of the Delaware ' and 
Hudson company, has issued a state- 
ment to tlie effect that the operators 
have not profited by the Increase in the 
price of coal. H has been substantially

wedding 1'au.sy E. Towueeud, aged 25, 
was shot and fatally wounded by her 
father, Joseph 1'. Towiiseud, 50 years 
old, In the sitting room of their home, 
15 Woodvllle street, this city. Towus- 
eml then ended his own life by uuttiug 
a revolver bullet into bis heud. 


Miss Towuseud was to have been 


married to Francis K. Perry of Fort 
Myers, Flu., at (i o'clock lust night In 
the People's temple la Boston. Early 
In the afternoon the father sent the 
only other member of the family, oil 
15-year-old sou, Joseph, to East Boston 
on an erraud connected with the, com- 
ing wedding. The boy returned about 
4:30 and let himself Into the house with 
»key. 


•Calling to his father and receiving 


no answer, he pushed open the sitting 
room door and entered. On the floor 
lay the body of his father, bis head in 
a pool of blood and a flobert rifle across 
the knees. 
Beside him was a heavy 


calibre revolver. Miss Townsend lay 
npon a couch at the.side of the room 
and, according t6 the boy's story, was 
still alive, although the father w»S| 
dead. 
The boy tried to force some 


brandy down big sister's throat and, 
failing, hurried 
out 
after doctors. 


"When they arrived the girl was dtad. 


The only clue to the cause of the 


tragedy was a note written by Towns- 


end. 
It read: "At 3:40 I have taken 


my daughter's life and my own. 
I do 


this rather than see her the wife of 
Francis Ferry."

Tbe solar constant is tbe measure of 


the amount of. heat received from the 
sun In a given time, aud Mr. Laugley's 
observations enormously Increased Its 
received value, aa he showed the action 
by absorption of the earth's and of the 
sun's atmospheie. His determination 
was received all over tbe world aud 
used iu all sorts of experiment! and ob- 
servations. 
A popular Idea of this 


quantity la given In Mr. Laugley'a 
"Mew Astronomy," where be says that 
In each minute tbe sun's beat falling 
on tbe earth would raise from freezing 
to boiling point 37,000,000,000 tons of 
Water. Other meu of science In not 
recognizing the so-called selective ac- 
.'t~J"of the atmosphere, had very much 
under-represented tbis quantity, and 
(be change in tbe point of view was 
epoch making. 


EXPERIMENTING ON A MOUNTAIN. 
Tbe delicacy of Mr. Laugley's exper- 


iments was carried so far that for some 
portions of tbe work even tbe air above 
tbt instruments Interfered, tie was 
therefore anxious to carry on his work 
6u tbe top of « mountain, where the In 


He was also a pioneer lu 


astronomical time to rallroai

he introduced a system of time 


service for the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
This has been found Indispensable by 
all roada for iheir Bate running, though 
it in now supplied from the Naval Ob- 
servatory at Washington fir them all.

STUDYING ECLIPSES. 


Mr. Laugley was mucb interested lu 


solar eclipses and had been present at 
four of these most Impressive occur- 
rences. He saw tbe eclipse of 1869 at 
Hhelby.vllle, O., and, soon after, Ibe 
eclipse of 1870, at Xeres, Spain, where 
be waa a member of a party headed by 
tbe late Professor Joseph Winlock, then 
director of the Harvard Observatory. 
Professor Edward 0. Pickering, the 
present director, also joined tbe party. 
This waa tbe beginning of a warm aud 
faithful friendship between Professor 
Laugley and the younger astronomer, 
Professor Pickering, which extended 
unbroken over thirty-five years. 


Mr. Langley's third eclipse at Pike's 


Peak lu Colorado lu 1878, was more 
notable In regard to his work than 
either of the others. He was one of the 
two eminent astronomers who saw aud 
vouched for the remarkable lateral ex- 
tent-Ion of tbe sun's corona, resembling 
tbe winged globe of primitive art. 
In 


Ibe clear mountain atmosphere he was 
able to trace tbe extension to an extra- 
ordinary distance, aud lo see it after tbe 
re-appearauce of tbe suu. 


The eclipse of 1900 Mr. Laugley 


viewed from Wadeeboro, N. C. He 
had an elaborate b'llonietric equipment. 
He also photographed tbe auu's sur- 
roundings with the Harvard Observa- 
tory telescope of 134 feet focus. He ob- 
tained very large Images of tbe suu, as 
the telescope was-planned at Harvard 
for that purpose. Tbe same principal 
was used by Spain, Germany, aud other 
nations during last summer's eclipse. 


-« AERIAL NAVIGATION. 


From boyhood Mr. Langley had 


been Interested In the matter of aerial 
navigation. He was at first Interested 
in ballooning aud anxious to make as- 
cents, but be soon turned bis attention 
to the aeroplane. He was tbe Ant to 
develop and point out tbe advaut

Mr. Langley enjoyed extremely the 


social aud official life of Washington, 
where be was widely known. In Pitta. 
burg, even in pleasaut surroundings, 
he had felt out of the main current of 
life, which latter was almost necessary 
to him. He was well known iu Eng- 
laud and on tbe Confluent,' and saw 
moreofracial life m uoth tbau ia.gen- 
erally possible for au American.

Mr. Langley's object was twofold, 


and besides tbe solar constant he was 
working ou the spectrum aud mapping 
out the lines ol tbe dark end. By means 
of the bolometer he carried the nccurate 
deNrmliiation of these lines beyond tbe 
point where it bad been supposed poss- 
ible to trace them with accuracy. 


This in itself was a great feat, but it 


was a mere forerunner of Mr. Laugley's 
greatest discovery. The conjectured end 
Of the invisible heat rays of the spec- 
trum bad been called "Omega" iu ref- 
erence to its finality, aud iu making 
his map of tbe spectrum Mr. Langley 
bad beta working up to this point. 


"NEW 
CONTINENTS SWAM INTO VIEW." 


One day In September, 1881, on the 


California mountain side, there sud- 
denly became apparent an unsuspected 
region of'tbe spectrum, extending be- 
yond the Omega. Those of us who 
have been fortunate enough to know 
the great scientist will uever forget bis 
. dramatic account of the moment wbeu 
"new continents swam into view." 
These lightning flashes of discovery 
come but rarely iu a century, and seem 
• free gift of science to her favored aous, 
though they are led up to by years of 
patleut and wearisome endeavor. 


The discovery was the begiunlne of 


renewed labors on Mr. Laugley's part, 
and be was soon able, at tbe Allegbauy 
Observatory, to carry farther the map- 
ping of the spectrum till it was In- 
creased many fold. As a child the 
writer was forluni>te enough to hear Mr. 
Langley lecture on this subject before 
one of tbe scientific bodies of Philadel- 
phia. When a diagram was thrown on 
the screen, showing the small length 
of tbe spectrum investigated by so 
many astronomers iu' tbe past aud tbe 
enormous length that had: been con- 
quered by the efforts of oue man, there 
was an impresslveuess which words do 
not convey. The large audience seemed 
absolutely electrified by tbe sight. 


This extension also proved that only 


one hundredth of the sun's beat comes 
•from Its visible rays, the other ninety- 
nine hundredths come from Mr. Laug- 
ley's dark rays. 


HIS REMOVAL TO WASHINGTON. 
After Mr. Langley's removal to 


Washington In 1887, when he became 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, au aBtrophysical observatory was 
there founded for tbe continuance of 
bis exparhueuts. It was there that 
with tbe aid of his most capable assis- 
tants the work upon the spectrum was 
carried on. The most delicate refine- 
ment! of mechanical adjustment were 
called Into tervlce, and the famous 
•mall mirrors aud exquisitely poised 
galvanometers constructed.

He approached the problem primar- 


ily as a man of science, aud he waa

theory of aerial navigation, as well as 
lo prove tbe theory experimentally. 
The'former he accomplished to the ad- 
miration of many of his compeers iu 
his paper on the "Internal Work of the 
Wind." which a.lso studies the soaring 
of birds. 


Iu his early experiments In Wash- 


ington -be constructed the drat model 
of appreciable size to sustain itself iu 
tbe air for a considerable time. There 
were a number of flights, one three- 
quarters of a mile iu length. During 
the period of flight au excellent photo- 
graph of tbe model was obtained 
which is a most interesting picture of 
which Mr. Langley was very proud. 


• This demonstration of the principle 
was sufficient for him, aud he wished 
to drop the matter. It was, however, 
represented to him that Ibe flight of a 
large model was moi« difficult to obtain 
tbau that of a small one, and he flu- 
ally decided to carry on the work. 


Hie own conservative point of view 


may be sbowu by his own words In 
"Experiments in Aerodynamics," pub- 
lished in 1891. He says there that be 
has given "an experimental demon- 
stration that we already possess iu the 
steam eugiue aa now constructed, or iu 
other h"a~t engines, more thau the requi- 
site power to urge a system of rigid 
planes through tbe air at a great ve- 
locity, making them uot only self-sus- 
taining, but capable of carrying other 
tbau tbeir owu weight. This ia ugt as- 
serting that they cau be steadily aud 
securely guided through the air, or 
eafely brought to the ground without 
shock or eveu that tbe plaue itself is 
the best form of surface for auppoit. 
All these are practical considerations of 
quite another sort." 


THE LARGE AEROPLANE. 


He was extremely desirous of keep- 


lug tbe matter private at tbe time of 
the building of tbe large aeroplane, but 
tbe general interest In the subject gave 
it a publicity to which be waaopposed. 
An accldentseems to have occurred just 
at tbe launching of the aeroplane, it 
caught on a nail and was deflected 
downward, and theditticulty of steer- 
ing, 
which Mr. Langley had recog-" 


ulzed and tried to overcome, made it 
impossible to right Ibe machine. The 
possibilities of aeroplanes have since 
been demonstrated by the Wright 
brothers iu the South, it therefore 
seems probable that Mr. Laugley waa 
right. It in felt by many scientific 
meu that all his work on aeroplanes la 
valuable, and standard, iu spite of tbe 
disabling of tbe large model. 


HIS WORK FOR WASHINGTON. 


As secretary of the Smithsonian In- 


stitution, Mr. Langley's record may be 
found In tbe yearly reports of that in- 
stitution. He went lo Washington de- 
sirous of advancing other departments 
of science besides astronomy. To him 
Washington owes the preservation of 
he beautiful region used as a national 
fa-ologlcal Park. He was anxious lo 
ceep this establishment on a high 
scientific plane, and he wished to have 
Its chief object the preservation of the 
iiatlva American fauna and Its study. 
He cherished carefully the few Diaoii, 
aluiont (be sole tcprrsentatlvea of their 
couullM* uioealors, tie devoted mucb 
spMt tp tbt biBvtn, who .wen kept In 
owmpontlri privacy and wtn abb lo 


Egypt, Ja. 


He was very fond of Nature and of 
tbe bills and woods, and sometimes 
varied his constant trips to Europe by 
going into tbe Maine forests. During 
reeeutiyears ou bis visit* to Boston he 
baa frequently spent tbe entire day iu 
the Blue Hill rauge with Professor 
Pickering as a companion. 


It sometimes seemed aa II Mr. Lang- 
ley's very dearest friends were among 
the children whom be loved no much 
aud who all worshipped him. He wag 
unsurpassed in tbe telling of fairy tales. 
Oulv Carrie's dainty fancies and Hans 
Anderwn's touch of poetry can give 
any idea of his point of view. He. was 
• mau of wide literary knowledge who 
seemed to have read every knowu book. 
He appeared, like Gladstone,.well in- 
formed on every possible subject, while 
his knowledge of life aud art, bis love 
of tne beautiful, uot always found lu 
men of science, bis wit and gift of lan- 
guage made him tbe most delightful of 
companions. 


He was a most devoted sou, aud a 


kind, faithful and generous friend lo 
the very few people to whom he gave 
bis full affection; aud they, in their 
great personal loss, pay to his achieve- 
ments and his fame, the tribute of 
pride aud respect which bis whole

If a young 
man serving out a live or twveu years 
peuaity in a Slate prison has a living 
Friend outside who cares for him, that 
friend.will get up a petition, secure the 
most influential names possible—beg- 
ging the Governor to couituule tbe 
young 'man's sentence. If tor no more 
than forty-eight hours prior to its expira- 
liou.tbat, when be conies out of prison, 
he uijy,uot be compelled to suffer the 
disgrace of dlsfrauchisemeut, aud that 
tie may uot be doomed to walk among 
Ills fellows with the mark of Cain upon 
bis forehead. And the only peuaity 
inflicted upon .the men, who a few 
years ago laid the knife at the throat
